Cable and Wireless told-the China Mail this 
morning that their decision to.charge for the regis- 


tration of telegraphic addresses as 


from October 1 


is the result of instructions from the Head Office 
in London. to fall in line with government and tele- 
graphic companies throughout the world. 


Ever since Cable and Wireless 
set up its offices in Hongkong 
the registration of telegraphic 
address has been free and any- 
onecould register, There are now 
about 25,000 registered addresses 
for Hongkong, some firms hav- 
ing as many as 30 registered 
addresses, 


‘According Cable’ and 
Wireless the registering of 
addresses requires a large staff, 
the installation of addressing 
machines, and a large amount of 
office space, “S

Under the International Tele- 
graphic Regulations companies 
‘are permitted to make a charge 
for realster: ng addresses if they 
wis 


In the United Kingdom to 
Yegister, an address covering 
inland and overseas cables costs 
£3 a year; in the United States 
of America the charge is US$12

Several witnesses tendered by 
the Crown for cross-cxamination

-Tam Kwong, ‘father of the 
accused, cross-examined by his 
son, said he was in his ‘cubicle 
Ustening to Rediffusion on the 
afternoon of February 6. He 
was lying. on his bed and the 
curtain separating his cubicle 
into two was not drawn, but 
{rom his position he was unable 
to see out af, the room. 

Lai Pak-wai said he was visit- 
ing 285 Des Vocux Road Cen- 
tral, second floor, on February 
6. He called at the flat at 2 p.m. 
and played cards with Ne Ol, 
Wong Choi and Lai Sin in a 
verandah cubicle, About 4.30 
pm. he saw the accused enter. 
the cubicle. Accused, he sald, 
attempted to strike at a woman, 
Lat Sin, with an oxe. Lai Sin 
evaded the blow ond accused 
then began swinging the axe and 
striking wildly at the people in 
the cubicle, ‘Witness crept up 


behind the accused and grabbed: 


hold of him. Eventually the ac- 
cused was overpowered. Leung 
Pui-yuk tried to’ pacify the ac- 
cused, but accused chopped her 
over the eyebrow, said witness,
